It 
seemed  to  me  that  if  you  had  struck  a  dead 
level  line  from  the  top  of  that  meeting  In  At¬ 
lanta  and  run  backward  through  the  ages  there 
would  not  have  been  another  meeting  of  Bap¬ 
tists  high  enough  to  touch  that  line  until  you 
came  to  Pentecost.  These  four  thousand  messen¬ 
gers,  representing  the  most  enthusiastic,  relig¬ 
ious  and  devoted  of  our  membership,  had  but 
one  mind  when  they  voted  to  launch  this  cam¬ 
paign  and  that  was  to  glorify  God. 

When  you  take  into  consideration  the  ob¬ 
jects  Included  In  this  campaign  you  will  find 
that  each  and  every  one  of  them  is  to  the  glory 
of  God.  In  our  Foreign  Mission  work  we  un¬ 
doubtedly  glorify  God.

Duties  of  the  Church  Publicity  Man. 

The  Church  Publicity  Man  la  an  added  link 
In  the  general  plan,  supplied  by  the  State  Ad- 
vlstory  Committee  in  Mississippi.  We  felt  that 
we  needed  one  person  In  every  church  who  could 
be  held  responsible  for  the  publicity  end  of  the 
-great  Campaign. 

His  duties  are: 

1.  To  direct  the  Four-Minute  Speakers  in  the 
church,  and  to  see  that  they  speak  on  the  Cam¬ 
paign  at  every  service  of  the  church — the  preach¬ 
ing  services,  the  Sunday  School,  the  W.  M.  U„ 
the  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  the  pryaer  meetings,  etc. 

2.  To  see  that  the  Four-Minute  Speakers  of 
his  church  go  out  to  the  weaker  churches  and 
speak  on  the  Campaign  at  all  regular  and  special 
services. 

3.  To  superintend  the  distribution  of  litera¬ 
ture  by  the  Boosters'  Committee.  See  that  an 
abundance  of  literature  Is  secured  and  that  It 
gets  Into  the  hands  of  the  membership. 

4.  To  see  that  special  speakers  are  invited  to 
speak  at  his  church  on  the  Campaign,  the  best 
that  he  can  secure. 

5.  To  cooperate  with  the  Local  Church  Or¬ 
ganizer  and  the  Group  Organizer  In  preparing 
a  helpful  program  for  the  all-day  meeting  at  his 
church.  Get  a  gtood  speaker  for  an  inspirational 
address  or  sermon.  This  should  be  made  a  great 
home-coming  day  for  the  church. 

«.  To  keep  In  close  touch  with  the  County 
Publicity  Director  and  see  that  all  his  plans  and 
Instructions  are  carried  out. 

Duties  of  the  Local  Churrh  Woman  Organizer 

1.  Enlist  all  women  and  young  people  In  the 
church  In  the  big  Campaign  and  see  that  they 
get  ready  for  the  drive  In  Victory  Week. 

2.  Call  the  women  to  prayer  in  all  their  reg¬ 
ular  meetings,  and  In  their  circle  meetings  re¬ 
membering  especially  the  Sunrise  Prayer  Meet¬ 
ing  November  30. 

t  rge  the  pastor  to  preach  a  special  sermon  on 
October  26,  on  "Calling  Out  the  Called."  and 
urge  special  prayer  that  there  be  those  from 
your  local  church  who  will  answer  the  call.

Church  Teams 

There  are  to  be  as  many  teams  in  groups  of 
five  as  the  church  will  need  in  raising  the  cash 
and  subscriptions  in  Victory  Week.  The  appoint¬ 
ment  of  these  is  a  very  important  mater.  The 
strongest,  most  liberal  and  aggressive  men  snd 
women  of  the  church  should  be  appointed.  Those 
an1  really  the  people  who  will  raise  the  seventy- 
five  million  dollars.  They  should  learn  how  to 
approach  people  and  secure  their  must  liberal 
contributions.  They  should  properly  estimate  the 
financial  ability  of  each  member  on  their  list 
from  whom  they  are  to  solicit  subscriptions. 

Their  duties  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  hold  several  meetings  with  their  Church 
Director  and  Organizer,  at  which  time  they  will 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  whole  movement 
and  be  thoroughly  drilled  in  their  duties. 

2.  They  are  to  secure  a  complete  list  of  the 
church  membership  and  divide  it  into  as  many 
divisions  as  there  are  teams,  from  twenty-five  to 
forty  for  each  team,  and  assign  each  team  to 
the  proper  list.  It  Is  not  always  best  to  divide  the 
membership  Into  geographical  divisions,  some 
members  must  be  assigned  to  the  teams  which 
approach  them  best. 

3.  They  are  to  meet  at  the  church  at  2  p.  m.. 
on  November  30,  and  begin  their  canvass,  the 
membership  having  been  asked  to  remain  at 
home  until  6  o'clock  of  that  day.  These  teams 
should  go  out  by  twos  and  threes  Into  the  homes 
of  the  people,  carrying  the  subscription  cards, 
securing  the  largest  possible  subscriptions  in 
rash  and  five  year  pledges. 

4.  They  will  report  the  results  of  this  work 
to  the  Church  Organizer.  He  will  report  to  the 
County  Organizer. 

6.  This  canvass  is  to  be  continued  and  presid¬ 
ed  every  day  during  the  week  until  every  mem¬ 
ber,  of  the  church  has  done  his  or  her  duty.  No 
member  should  be  left  out.  It  must  be  made 
unanimous.  Report  of  the  work  done  should  be 
made  to  the  Organizer  every  day. 

No  team  worker  must  become  discouraged  or 
slacken  his  effort,  but  work  hard  until  duereas 
la  achieved. 


The  Service  Roll  and  What  to  Do  With  It 

One  of  the  most  important  means  of  bringing 
success  to  the  Baptist  75  Million  Campaign  is  the 
Service  Roll.  This  roll  is  to  contain  the  names  of 
those  who  compose  the  Local  Church  Campaign 
Organization.  These  are  the  persons  who  will  put 
the  campaign  over  in  the  churches,  and  if  they 
fall  the  campaign  falls. 

It  is  well,  therefore,  to  make  perfectly  clear 
the  exact  purpose  of  the  Service  Roll,  what  dis¬ 
position  must  be  made  of  It,  and  the  great  impor¬ 
tance  of  making  such  a  disposition  of  It  as  will 
serve  to  accomplish  the  purpose  for  which  It  Is 
intended. 

in  the  blank  spaces  of  this  roll  must  be  writ¬ 
ten  the  names  of  those  who  are  to  fill  the  places 
in  the  church  campaign  organization  Indicated  in 
the  roll.  This  roll  will  serve  to  Impress  upon  the 
minds  of  those  whose  names  It  contains  that 
they  are  charged  continually  with  a  great  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  doing  their  special  parts  in  assur¬ 
ing  the  success  of  the  campaign  in  the  church  to 
which  they  belong.  It  will  continually  Impress 
upon  the  minds  of  the  church  membership  not 
only  the  fact  of  the  campaign,  but  which  of  their 
members  are  specially  charged  with  tho  duty  of 
seeing  that  the  church  reaches  Its  quota  of  the 
75  Million  apportioned  to  It. 


The  Journal  and  Messenger,  Baptist  paper 
published  in  Cincinnati  evidently  is  not  feeling 
comfortable  or  assured  that  the  Interchurch 
World  Movement  will  carry  out  its  agreement  to 
the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention,  some  of  which  it  fears  have  already 
been  evaded. 


Victory  Schools— Wlial  Are  They? 


The  Victory  School  is  for  training  the  church 
forces  in  getting  ready  for  Victory  Week.  Noth¬ 
ing  in  the  campaign  is  more  important  than  this. 
The  final  and  most  meaningful  force  in  this 
campaign  is  the  local  church  organization.  Upon 
the  efficiency  of  this  organization  hangs  victory. 
Where  any  one  of  the  workers  in  the  local  church 
organization  fails  to  do  his  duty  victory  is  im¬ 
periled;  where  all  of  them  do  their  full  duty 
victory  is  assured. 

These  schools  should  be  conducted  by  either 
the  church  directors  or  the  local  church  organi¬ 
zers.  and  the  church  Publicity  Men.  The 
students  who  attend  these  schools  should  be 
composed  of  the  Church  Team,  the  Church  Boost¬ 
ers  and  the  Four-Minute  Speakers.  They  should 
be  held  at  some  convenient  time  when  all  the 
members  can  attend  and  as  often  as  is  necessary 
to  thoroughly  train  these  workers  in  their  var¬ 
ious  duties.  It  will  be  well  to  have  them  once 
a  week  from  now  until  the  Victory  Drive.  This 
should  be  done  especially  In  the  larger  churches. 

l*urpoae  of  the  Victory  Schools 

The  purpose  of  these  schools  is  to  make  full 
preparation  for  Victory  Week.  The  church  mem¬ 
bership  must  be  divided  in  a  systematic  way 
among  the  teams  who  are  to  make  the  canvass. 
The  teams  must  be  thoroughly  drilled  on  bow 
to  conduct  their  work,  how  to  approach  the  peo¬ 
ple.  and  how  to  make  their  reports  to  the  church 
organizers.  The  Boosters  must  be  trained  in  their 
duties,  how  to  talk  up  the  campaign,  distribute 
literature,  and  so  on.  Tbe  Four-Minute  Speakers 
must  be  trained  In  their  task.  The  duties  of 
each  of  these  workers  are  thoroughly  outlined 
In  this  issue  of  the  Baptist  Record  and  In  the 
following  tracts:  "The  Local  Church  Campaign 
Organization "Duties  of  the  Local  Church 
Campaign  Workers;”  "Victory  Schools,"  and 
"Four  Minute  Speakers.’ 

Any  of  these  tracts  may  be  secured  at  State 
Headquarters  in  sufficient  quantities  to  use  In 
these  Victory  Schools. 

Preparation  for  Victory  Week

.  .  First — Information  Cards — The  Local  Church 
Organizer  and  the  Team  Captains  will  make  a 
complete  list  of  the  church  membership,  placing 
the  name  and  address  of  every  member  on  the 
Information  cards  furnished  for  that  purpose. 
These  information  cards  will  be  furnished  by 
State  Headquarters  and  will  be  sent  out  along 
with  the  pledge  cards  and  duplicate  pledge  cards. 

After  -hese  information  cards  are  made  up 
for  every  member  of  the  church  the  church  quota 
will  then  be  carefully  apportioned  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  placing  on  the  card  In  the  space  provid¬ 
ed  for  the  purpose  the  suggested  amount  each 
member  should  be  asked  to  pledge.  This  is  the 
only  fair  and  just  way  to  go  at  the  matter.  The 
states  have  been  given  their  quota,  the  counties 
have  been  given  theirs,  tlje  churches  have  been 
given  theirs,  and  it  is  only  logical  that  the 
church  quota  should  be  distributed  among  the 
membership  in  a  fair  and  equitable  way  before 
the  Drive  is  made.  This  work  should  be  done 
without  showing  favoritism  and  each  memlter 
should  be  asked  to  give  according  to  his  ability 
and  not  so  much  according  to  his  liberality.  This 
is  a  time  when  we  must  give  proportionately 
"as  God  has  propspered  us."  Many  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  in  Baptist  homes  who  are  not  members  of 
the  church  will  want  to  sign  these  pledge  cards. 
Many  friends  and  well-wishers  of  the  Baptists 
will  want  to  sign  these  pledge  cards  and  help 
in  this  great  enterprise. 

Second — Distribution  of  Nantes  to  Teams— 
Great  rare  should  be  exercised  in  dividing  the 
names  of  the  membership  among  the  teams  Tor 
making  the  canvass.  The  right  man  or  woman 
must  go  to  each  member.  The  manner  of  ap¬ 
proaching  people  will  have  a  lot  to  do  with  their 
response. 

Third — Announcement  of  Canvass-  ■  Announca- 
ment  of  the  canvass  should  be  made  at  all  the 


church  services  weeks  before  the  Drive  Is  to 
be  made.  The  people  should  be  requested  to  re¬ 
main  at  home  from  two  until  six  o'clock  Sunday 
afternoon  November  30th.  This  will  have  to  be 
impressed  upon  the  people  as  a  sacred  obligation. 
It  would  be  well  for  every  pastor  to  Issue  a 
pastoral  letter  to  his  membership  urging  them  to 
cooperate  In  this  important  feature  of  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

Fourth — Fledge  <  «r>U — Every  church  organi¬ 
zer  should  make  sure  that  he  has  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  a  sufficient  number  of  pledge  cards  at  least 
by  November  fifteenth.  The  plan  in  Mississippi 
will  be  to  distribute  the  pledge  cards  to  the 
churches  through  the  county  organizers,  except 
where  special  arrangement  has  been  made  be¬ 
tween  the  County  Organizer  and  the  State  Head¬ 
quarters  office  to  have  them  sent  direct  to  the 
churches. 

Fifth — Arrangement  for  Conveyance — The 
Church  Organizer  should  see  to  it  that  the 
Teams  are  supplied  with  conveyances  for  mak¬ 
ing  the  canvass,  especially  on  the  first  afternoon, 
November  30th.  This  Is  an  ImporUnt  detail  and 
should  not  be  overlooked. 

Sixth  Report  of  tbe  Work  The  teams  who 
make  the  canvass  should  arrange  to  meet  at  the 
close  of  each  day  during  Victory  Week  and  re¬ 
port  the  results  of  their  work  to  the  Local 
Church  Organizer,  who  will  report  to  the  County 
Orgaulzer  and  be  will  in  turn  report  to  8tate 
Headquarters.  No  church  will  report  during  Vic¬ 
tory  Week  direct  to  State  Headquarters  or  to 
Central  Headquarters  In  Nashville.  This  would 
cause  confusion  In  tabulating  the  results.

This  Is  the 
failure  to  IQR  responsibility  and  Intlative  In 
projectlngahe  work  for  the  good  of  the  whole 
state.

James  said,  "Well,  I  have  worked  hard,  plan¬ 
ned  well,  and  have  been  blessed  in  my  invest¬ 
ments.  Have  made  some  money  in  the  banking 
business:  have  made  money  in  buying  land,  city 
property,  and  some  in  the  oil  business.  Have 
made  good  money  out  of  some  farms  here  In  the 
cotton  belt.  I  helped  organize  a  small  trust  com¬ 
pany,  and  It  has  paid  good  returns  on  the  in¬ 
vestment.” 

"Well,"  said  John,  “that  U  fine.  Where  did 
you  get  all  this  money  for  such  wide  invest¬ 
ment?” 

''You  see,  John,"  said  James,  ”1  built  up  a 
good  credit,  borrowed  right  heavily,  turned  the 
money,  and  made  good  profits,  and  then  borrow¬ 
ed  more  and  laid  a  broader  foundation  until  1 
got  on  easy  street.” 

"Did  you  pay  cash  for  your  bank  stock,  your 
farms,  your  splendid  new  home?” 

"No.  Borrowed  most  all  of  It.  some  of  It  on 
five  and  ten  years'  time.  I  prepared  to  take  care 
of  the  uncertainty  in  crops  and  conditions  of 
the  market  due  to  the  war,  etc.” 

"Well,  James,  you  are  carrying  plenty  of  In 
surance  on  yourself  and  property.” 

“Oh,  yes;  I  am  paying  out  a  large  twenty-year- 
pay  policy.  I  am  sure  In  case  of  death  or  fire.  I 
am  doing  well,  and  am  grateful  that  1  am  mak-

It  Has  a  Burning  Message  to  8  Million  Baptists 

One  of  them  lived  In  Virginia.  The  other  one 
lived  in  Texas.  They  were  boys  and  schoolmates 
together,  but  had  long  been  separated  and  had 
not  seen  each  other.  They  met  in  Dallas,  Texas, 
on  an  important  business  matter.  The  Virginian 
was  John  Maynard.  The  Texan  was  James  Brigh¬ 
ton.  They  had  closed  their  long  conference  on 
business  matters,  and  sat  In  their  room  at  the 
hotel,  enjoying  a  quiet  talk.  Both  of  them  had 
accumulated  good  fortunes,  and  were  prosper¬ 
ous.  Both  were  Christians,  and  members  of  Bap¬ 
tist  churches. 

Mr.  Maynard  said.  "James,  what  are  you  Texor'-* 
Baptists  doing  about  the  76  Million  Campaign? 
The  Baptists  of  Virginia  are  greatly  stirred 
about  it,  and  it  looks  as  It  we  were  going  to 
raise  our  97,900,000.  I  see  you  all  have  to  raise 
910.000,000.  That's  a  large  sum  for  Texas.  I 
Judge  you  are  Interested  and  lined  up?” 

Mr.  Brighton  said,  "Yes,  our  people  are  say¬ 
ing  much,  planning  a  great  deal,  and  every 
church  la  a-stlr.  You  don't  bear  anything  else 


Ing  good.” 

“Well,”  said  John  “have  you  had  any  droughts, 
floods,  boll  worms,  wars.  Industrial  troubles  dur¬ 
ing  these-  years?"! 

"Ob,  yes,  all  sorts,  but  the  good  Lord  has 
pulled  us  through  somehow,  and  I  have  prosper¬ 
ed  all  along.” 

Mr.  Maynard  said,  "Well,  James,  that  is  a  fine 
story.  Banks  have  trusted  you,  trust  companies 
have  aided  you,  farmers,  oil  men,  life  Insurance 
agencies,  lumbermen  and  contractors  have  let 
you  have  money  .and  trusted  you  through  all 
these  years  of  storms,  drouths,  and  wars,  and 
you  have  come  through  in  good  shape  And  now 
yon  are  afraid  to  trust  God  in  a  matter  that  on- 
rern*  him  and  his  cause.  You  are  afraid  ot  the 
storms,  drouths,  and  warp  In  doing  your  duty 
to  giving  the  Gospel  to  a  lost  world,  in  building 
hospitals  Tor  the  sick,  orphanages  for  the  or¬ 
phans,  schools  for  our  boys  and  girls  and  all 
sorts  of  things  to  help  on  Christ's  cause.  James, 
you  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  yourself.  In  being 
willing  to  do  so  much  more  for  yourself  than 
you  are  willing  to  do  for  God.  You  ought  to  be 
willing  to  make  God  and  his  cause  any  sort  of 
a  promise  as  long  as  his  people  want  you  to. 
All  you  have  made  has  been  by  tying  up.  and 
tying  others  up,  and  now  you  are  afraid  to 
bind  yourself  for  God  and  with  Christ  for  five 
yoars." 

This  line  of  thought  started  Mr.  Brighton  to 
thinking.  The  next  day  when  he  got  home  he 
told  bis  wife  about  his  friend  Maynard,  and 
what  he  had  said.  Then  he  added,  “I  have  made 
up  my  mind  to  do  my  duty  in  the  76  Million 
Campaign,  and  I  am  now  willing  to  sign  the 
pledge  with  all  the  other  Baptists  in  the  South, 
and  help  to  put  over  this  big  movement.  We 
would  be  ungrateful  to  God  for  his  blessings  on 
us  if  we  failed  to  do  our  full  duty.”

■With  Authorizing  the  Program 
True,  pie  Convention  In  one  night  heard  four 
great.  Iflposaloncd,  inspirational  addresses  In 
udvocacjfiof  the  Program  and  in  support  of  the 
ProgramS  bat  aa  great  as  were  these  addresses, 
they  dhftnot  procure  the  Convention's  action, 
though  tftr  Convention,  following  the  addresses, 
did  act  oa  the  report  submitted  by  the  committee, 
on  Clnanaps  It  is  also  true  that  out  of  the  more 
than  foufttbfousand  two  hundred  accredited  mes¬ 
sengers,  Ihi'te  was  not  a  dissenting  vote  when 
the  Conftntion  was  asked  to  vote  on  the  pro¬ 
gram.  I>J  with  a  heartiness  and  -feeling  rarely 
ever  seer  In  so  great  a  body,  every  man  .and 
woman  la  the  Convention  voted  that  Southern 
Baptlsta  Should  undertake  to  raise  75  Million 
Dollars  fjjr  the  Causes  they  regularly  foster  In 
their  geftral  work,  the  Causes  which  are  to 
be  the  bAeticiarles  In  the  75  Million  Drive. 

No  onarsg  remember  a  single  other  case  In 
the  hlston-  of  the  Convention  when  everybody 
was  so  enthusiastically  In  favor  of  a  great  ad¬ 
vance  nufiement.  This  undetaking  is  altogether 
the  most  ntaggering  advance  that  we  have  ever 
undertake,  and  yet.  in  spite  of  Its  largeness.  It 
was  mor9enthnslastically  voted  than  any  other 
undertaking  of  our  history. 

Surely Ith  these  facts  before  us.  no  one  will 
arise  to  mint  out  the  human  organization,  origi¬ 
nator  aniftauthorlzer  of  this  great  undertaking 
and  campaign. 

IV. 

For  myjjown  part.  I  believe  that  the  God  whom 
we  worshfb  and  profess  to  love  and  serve,  moved 
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in  His  own  strange,  divine  way  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  committee  that  made  the  report  that 
brought  about  the  action  of  the  Convention, 
committing  Southern  Baptists  to  raise  75  Million 
Dollars  In  five  years.  I  do  not  believe  that  this 
committee's  united  action  can  be  accounted  for 
except  on  the  ground  that  God  moved  their 
hearts  to  make  the  report  that  was  made.  The 
same  God  who  moved  the  committee  to  submit 
the  report  moved  the  hearts  of  the  Individual 
members  of  the  Convention  to  endorse  the  re¬ 
port  by  their  vote. 

When  we  remember  that  at  this  Convention 
there  was  more  than  four  thousand  two  hundred 
accredited  messengers,  with  nearly  as  many 
visitors,  and  that  these  messengers  came  from 
every  quarter  of  our  Southland  and  that  they 
represented  the  poor  and  the  rich,  the  learned 
and  the  unlearned,  there  can  be  found  no  rational 
explanation  of  their  unanimity  In  voting  this 
Program  except  the  fact  that  God  moved  upon 
their  hearts  separately  and  collectively  for  the 
endorsement  of  this  great  undertaking. 

This  belief  Is  npt  based  on  the  happelngs  at 
the  Convention  alone,  but  Is  supported  by  facts 
that  have  been  discovered  since  then.  On  what 
other  ground  can  we  account  for  the  widespread 
Interest  that  Is  now  exhibited  by  our  people 
everywhere?  The  country  people,  the  town  peo¬ 
ple.  the  city  people,  are  all  talking  about  this 
Program  and  talking  about  It  in  the  spirit  of 
enthusiasm.  They  are  all  making  inquiries  about 
the  Program  and  they  are  not  unfriendly  In¬ 
quiries.  With  a  strange  unanimity,  they  are 
saying  everywhere  that  the  Program  must  he 
put  over.  Some  churches  are  already  demanding 
that  they  be  permitted  to  put  the  Campaign  over 
at  once,  and  so  are  asking  for  a  statement  as  to 
their  quota  that  It  may  be  done.  Some  churches 
that  have  had  Intimations  as  to  what  would  be 
their  possible  quota  have  at  once  said  they  were 
asked  for  too  little. 

What  is  the  meaning  of  all  this  Interest?  What 
is  the  explanation  of  It  all?  There  can  he  no  ex¬ 
planation  except  that  God.  who  has  direct  access 
to  every  heart,  is  moving  upon  his  people  every¬ 
where  to  do  a  thing  that  is  worthy  of  them  and 
that  w'lll  be  for  His  glory. 

If  any  one  still  wants  evidence  that  Baptists 
are  authorized  b\  Gad  to  undertake  so  great  a 
task  as  the  75  Million  Campaign,  let  them  read 
the  following  Scriptures: 

Matt.  28 :  1R-19— "And  Jesus  canto  unto  them 
and  spake  unto  them,  saying.  All  authority  hath 
_  been  given  unto  me  In  heaven  and  on  earth.  Go 
ye  therefore,  and  make  disciples  of  all  the  na¬ 
tions.  baptizing  them  In  the  name  of  the  Father 
and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  com¬ 
manded  you.”

Of  course 
you  would  pay  them  out  of  my  life  insurance,  or 
the  other  income.  If  we  pay  the  debts  we  have 
made  for  ourselves,  why  not  pay  the  debts  we 
make  for  Christ's  cause?  Then  you  see  the 
pledge  card  says  if  we  lose  our  capital,  or  earn¬ 
ing  capacity,  or  die,  this  pledge  will  be  can¬ 
celed.  or  will  not  hold  against  our  estate,  unless 
you  and  the  chirdreu  are  willing  to  pay  It. 
Wife,  we  have  made  good  by  trusting  God  and 
the  future  for  ourselves;  we  must  now  show 
our  love  for,  and  faith  in,  God  by  putting  the 
element  of  faith  in  this  the  greatest  movement 
of  our  people  in  all  history.  We  ought  not  to 
want  to  be  left  out  in  such  a  great  Baptist  fel¬ 
lowship  and  service.  If  we  die  or  fall  into  mis¬ 
fortune  during  the  five  years,  when  we  meet  our 
God  we  can  have  the  Joy  of  knowing  that  we 
did  our  duty,  and  took  God  Into  partnership 
with  all  of  our  plans.

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UNBELIEF — I  take  it  that  enough  has  been 
said  to  remove  the  first  obstacle,  ignorance  of 
God's  teachings.
